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SALIVATION, &.. 


PREPARATION. 


REVIOUS to laying down the Pa- 
tient, you ſhould conſider whether he 
has any other Complaint beſides the Lues 
Venerea, which may either retard the' Cure 
of that Diſeaſe, or be exaſperated by the 
Remedy which is uſed for it.— For Example, 
if the Patient has likewiſe the Itch, he ſhould 
be cured of it by the Unguentum Pforicum, 
and have his Skin well waſhed afterwards, 
before he begins the Mercurial Frictions. 
Without theſe Precautions, the Itch would 
continue to he troubleſome during the whote 
Courſe of the Salivation, and the Unguen- 
tum Cæruleum Fortius, rubbed upon a Skin 
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that had been ſmeared with Sulphur, would 
form an ZAthiops Mineral, be diſagreeably 


black, and prove leſs efficacious in the Cure 
of the Lues. 


Feveriſh Complaints would be exaſpera- 
ted by the Mercury, and are therefore to be 


removed before the Patient begins to anoint. 
If the Patient has a ſuppurating Bubo, 
vou ſhould not only wait until it be ſuppu- 


rated and opened, but until it be ſo near 
healing, that you may be ſure it will be 
eicatrized: before the Salivation be over. 
From a Neglect of this Caution, you will 


ſometimes have tedious, painful, and pha- 
gedenic Sores remaining.— Mercury will 


oftner exaſperate than diſpoſe them to heal. 
Vour principal Reſort muſt then be to-Opium 
and the Bark; the firſt to allay Pain, the laſt 


to ſtrengthen the Habit. 


Small and recent Nodes will yield to the 
Salivation. If a Node be large and very 
painful, aw Incifion ſhould be made through 
the whole Length of it down to the Bone, 
and when the conſequent Inflammation be- 
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gins to abate, you may then proceed to 
ſalivate; but if the bone be found carious, | 
the Integuments covering the Bone, in this 
Caſe, ſhould be totally removed, that the 
Bone may exfoliate. If the Node feels 
rough and uneven through the Integuments, 
you may be aſſured that the Bone is carious. 
You ſhould in this Caſe apply the Cauſticum 
Commune Anodynum, of ſuch a Size, as 
to include and expoſe the diſeaſed Part of 
the Bone, and when it has exfoliated, 
you may lay down your Patient. If, after the 
Salivation, any Protuberance ſhould remain 
in the Part, you may probably remove it en- 
tirely by the Pilula Syphilica, or Bolus 
Cæruleus, and the Decoctum Mezerei, or 
Decoctum Sarſæ. 

You ſhould likewiſe conſider whether the 
Patient be of a ſtrong, or weakly Conftitu- 
tion, If he be of a robuſt, full Habit, let 
him, previouſly to the Frictions, loſe eight or 
ten Ounces of Blood, and take a Doſe or 
two of the Infuſum Lenitivum, or the 
Hauſtus Solutivus, and abſtain from Fleſh 
Meats, and Spirituous Liquors ; this will 
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fender him leſs liable to Fevers, cutaneous 
Eruptions and Diarrhœas. If your Patient 
be naturally of a weakly Conftitution, or if 
his Strength be much reduced by Sickneſs, 
one gentle Doſe of a preparatory purging 
Medicine may ſuffice. | 

If the Patient be a Woman, it will be 
moſt eligible, when that can be complied 
with, to begin the Mercurial Frictions imme- 
diately after the menſtrual Period. Should 
the Menſes come on during the Courſe of a 
Salivation, you ought not to anoint' till they 
are over, after which, if the Patient ſhould 
be coſtive, give a Doſe of the Infuſum 
Lenitivum, and return to the Frictions. 
It is dangerous to falivate a pregnant 
Woman, ef] pecially before ſhe has quickened, 
or after. the feventh Month ; but if her 
Diſfſeaſe be ſuch as will not admit of Delay, 
you muſt anoint with ſmaller Quantities, at 
longer Intervals, and continue the Frictions 
longer, taking Care not to make the 
Mouth very ſore. 

A Child at the Breaft will be cured by 
ativating the Mocher. It 
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It is adviſeable in all Caſes, except in 
thoſe of pregnant Women, to put the Pa- 
tient into a warm Bath, and to cleanſe the 
Skin thoroughly, before you begin to uſe 
the Union. | 

The Patient being prepared as above, he 
ſhould, in a clean warm Room before the 
Fire, rub into his Legs, Arms and Thighs, 
two Drachms of the Unguentum Cæruleum 
Fortius, till it almoſt all diſappears, and if 
there be any Humours in the Head, or Blot- 
ches, or recent Nodes in any other Part of 
the Body, thoſe ſhould alſo be rubbed with 
the Ointment, *tzll they are removed. The 
Patient ſhould put on Woollen Stockings, 
Flannel Drawers, and Flannel Waiſtcoat un- 
der the Shirt, and his Cap ſhould be faſ- 
tened under his Chin, with a Piece of Flan- 
nel to keep his Throat and Neck warm. 

The next Day, if the Pulſe be not much 
quickened, nor the Heat increafed, nor any 
cutaneous Eruption appears (for each of 
theſe ſometimes happens, partly from the 
Ointment, and partly from ſweating in the 

” Flannels 
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Flannels) then you may anoint again with 
the ſame Quantity of the Unction. After 
the ſecond Friction, you muſt wait a Day or 
two to obſerve its Effects; for Want of this 
Precaution, a painful, if not a dangerous 
Salivation may be ſuddenly raiſed. The 
Approach of a Salivation 1s foreſeen by an 
increaſed Quickneſs of the Pulſe; a braſſy 
Taſte in the Mouth, and a Spongineſs of 
the Gums, which riſe between the Teeth, 
and appear of a deep red Colour. If theſe 
be moderate, on the fourth or fifth Day 
you may order the third Friction, and repeat 
it every ſecond or third Night, taking Care 
not to raiſe the Salivation too high, nor to 
heat the Patient too much, 

The Quantity of Saliva evacuated daily 
ſhould not exceed three, or at moſt four 
Pints ; when it amounts to more than this, 
the Patient ſuffers much unneceſſary Pain, 
and may be diſappointed in his Cure; 
which probably depends more upon the 
Quantity of Ointment uſed, than on the 


Quantity of Saliva diſcharged, If you 


begin 
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begin the Frictions cautiouſly, you can uſe 
more of the Ointment in the Courſs of the 
Cure. 

When the Mouth is made ſore, which it 
generally ſfrould be, we are ſure that the 
Mereury has got into the Conſtitution. 

The Unction ſhould be continued for 
ſome time after till all the Symptoms have 
diſappeared, otherwiſe the Patient will be 
Hable to a Return of the Diſeaſe. Sixteen or 
eighteen Frictions, and thoſe (within the 
Space of a Month, or five Weeks, will ge- 
nerally ſuffice for a Cure. Sometimes in- 
deed one or two Frictions will raiſe a very 
copic us Salivation, but the Cure will be 
more precarious. Sometimes a great Flow of 
Urine, and ſometimes Sweats will ſupply-the 
Place of a Salivation; but when this hap- 
pens, you may uſe the Ointment more 
freely. 

If the Patient be weak when he begins 
the Frictions, he muſt uſe ſmaller Quanti- 
ties of the Ointment, at longer Intervals, 
and continue it, if neceſſary, for five or fix 
Weeks, : During 
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During the Courſe of the Salivation, the 
en ſhould eat no ſolid Food, nor drink 
any fermented Liquors. 
If he ſhould grow ſuddenly weak, he 
muſt throw off his Flannels, and go into a 
tepid Bath. When the Patient is much 


weakened, and the Symptoms obſtinatelß 


reſiſt a long Uſe of Mercury, it will gene- 
rally be proper to diſcontinue it, to recom- 
mend the Country Air, a Milk Diet and 
the Decoctura Sarſæ. 


Cautions to be obſerved in the 
Treatment of unfavourable 
Symptoms. 


If any Symptom, independant of the Ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe, ſhould ariſe in the Courſe of 
a Salivation, the Frictions ſhould be diſcon- 
t:nued, until that Symptom be either remo- 
ved, or very much leſſened, This Caution 
15 to be obſerved in the Treatment of all the 


following accidental Symptoms. 


A cutaneous Eruption, or a thick red 
Raſh frequently happens in the firſt Week 


of a Salivation, Its Duration is various, 


and if the Patient be ſuffered to get up every 
Day, it may probably be prevented; he 
ſhould, during its Continuance, drink plen- 
tifully of diluting Liquors, keeping himſelf 
quiet, and moderately warm. If he be 
coſtive, the Body ſhould be kept open by 
laxative Clyſters: If he be hot or feveriſh, 
he may take the Hauſtus Febrifugus cum 
Pulvere Teſtaceo, vel Pulvere Alexeterio. 
When the Cuticle peels off, the Mercurial 
Frictions are to be reſumed. 

If the Patient ſhould grow feveriſh with 
Head-Ach, or Pain in the Cheſt, or Shortneſs 
of Breath, he ſhould loſe a few Ounces of 
Blood from the Arm, and be treated in the 


ſame Manner as for the Raſh. If he ſhould | 


be drowſy and ſtupid, with a full Pulſe, 


bleed him; but if the Pulſe be low, bliſter 
him, and give him the Hauſtus Volatilis cum 


Confectione Cardiaca. It nervous or con- 
vulſive Symptoms ariſe, give the Hauſtus 
Volatilis cum Tinctura Fœtida, and hleed or 
bliſter as the Pulſe may ſeem to indicate. 

| When 
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When the Patient ſweats much, Care 
ſhould be taken not to check that Evacua- 
tion ſuddenly, leſt a Fever, or Looſeneſs 
with Gripes, ſhould be the Conſequence. 
When the Mercury goes off by the Skin or 
by Urine, you may ſafely uſe a greater 

\Quantity. of Mercury, than when. it ſalivates, 
If the Face and Head ſhould ſwell, and 
the. Salivation. does not come on in a kindly - 
Manner, you muſt omit the Unction for the 
preſent; and if the Pulſe be full, take away 
ſome Blood, and. give a Doſe of the Infuſum 
Lenitivum. It may be proper to obſerve, 
that nothing contributes more towards 
bringing down the Swelling of the Face, 
than that the Patient ſhould frequently rub 
1t-with.his Hands, 

If he ſhould ſpit Blood, which generally | 
comes from the Gums, he ſhould anoint with 
Caution, till that Symptom goes off. 

An Hemorrhage from the Noſe, if mode- 
rate, thould not be ſuddenly checked. It 
often relieves Head-Achs, moderates the 
Heat. und leſſens Inquietude : All that is 

neceſlary 
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neceſſary to be done in this Caſe, 1s to re- 
move Coſtiveneſs by Clyſters, or the Infuſum 
Lenitivum, to order the Patient to drink 
plentifully of diluting Liquors, and to keep 
himſelf neither too hot nor too cool. If the 
Hemorrhage ſhould be profuſe, and appear 
dangerous, it ſhould be checked with the 
Tin&ura Roſarum, and the Decoctum Cor- 
ticis Peruviani, to which may be added, in 
Caſe of Pain, a little Syrupus e Meconio, or 
a few Drops of the Tinctura Thebaica occa- 


fionally, 


Ulcers of the Pudenduca are diſpoſed to 


heal ſooner, by being fumigated with a 


Scruple of Factitious Cinnabar every Night, 
or every other Night. 

Ulcers in the Fauces are a very common 
Symptom, and ſometimes very troubleſome: 
The flighter ones will very ſoon give Way to 
the Frictions. Such as are deep and foul re- 
quire great Attention, and ſhould be touch- 
ed with the Mel- Ægyptiacum once or twice 
a Day, and fumigated with a Scruple of the 


Cinnabar every Night at Bed-Time. The 


Patient ſhould be directed to lie upon his 
B Sides 
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Sides during the whole Courſe: of a Saliva- 
tion, but in no Caſe is this Caution more 
necefſary, than when there are Ulcers in the 
Throat; for when the Patient lies upon his 
Back, he will be very apt (nay it will almoſt 
unavoidably happen) to ſwailow the putrid 
Saliva, as as the fetid Sanies diſcharged 
from the Ulcers, This wil! excite Sickneſs | 
and Pains at the Stomach, frequently vomit- 
ings and Diarrhœas, all of which will {ati gue 
and weaken the Patient, nd by retarding 
the Cure, make the Diſeaſe more dangerous, 
He ſhould never drink without firſt waſhing 
Eis Mouth, and gargling with Barley Water, 
or ſome thin Liquor. Irregularities in Diet, 
imprudent expoſure of the Pedy to Cold, 
may likewiſe bring on a Diarrhea. Sick- 
neſs and Pains at the Stomach will often be 


relieved by the Julepum Menthæ cum Spi- 
ritu Lavendulæ. If there be Vomitings, 


the Stomach ſhould be firſt waſhed with 


Camomile-Flower Tea, or warm Water, 


and then the Julep may be adminiftered 


with a few Drops of the I inctura Thebaica. 
A Diar- 
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A Diarrhcea, if moderate, and without 
Gripes, will ſometimes prove ſerviceable, 
but when accompanied with Gripes, de- 
mands our Attention. If the Patient be 
likewiſe feveriſh, he may be bled, take a 
Doſe of Rhubarb,orthe Bolus ad Diarrhœam, 
and then the Julepum e Creta cum Tinc- 
tura Thebaica, or the Julepum Aſtringens 
occaſionally. The Lac Aſtringens is pro- 
per, if the Patient be inclined to an Hectic. 
The Body ſhould be kept warm, and the 
Food ſhould conſiſt principally of ſome 
Preparation of Rice. If there be ſevere Gri- 
pings without Fever, ten Grains of the- 
Philonium Londinenſe may be given twice 
or thrice a Day. If there be Gripes with 
Coſtiveneſs, the Bolus Hæmorrhoidalis, or 
the Infuſum Lenitivum, or a Laxative Clyſter 
will afford Relief, and any of them may be 
repeated when judged neceſſary. 

If the Patient has gone through the Courſe 
of Mercurial Frictions, without any ſiniſter 
Accident, his Cure will generally be com- 
pleated within the Month; but i it has been 

interrupted 
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interrupted by any troubleſome Symptom; 


if he was weak when laid down, and but a 
ſmall Quantity of the Unction has conſe- 
quently been uſed; or if the Diſeaſe has 
been of any long ſtanding, and any of the 
Benes affected, it will be proper to con- 


tinue the Frictions longer, viz. five, fix, or 


ieven Weeks. In ſhort, to be ſecure againſt 


2 Relapſe, the Frictions ſhould be continued 


for twelve or fourteen Days after all the 
Symptoms have diſappeared, if the Patient 


| has ſufficient Strength to ſupport him. 


When you think your Patient perfectly 
cured, let him go into the warm Bath, and 
put on clean Clothes. If the Salivation con- 
tinues to be troubleſome after the Patient is 


waſhed, and out of his Flannels, you may 


endeavour to leſſen it by increaſing ſome 
other Excretion. You may adviſe the Bolus 
Hxmorrhoidalis daily, and the Decoctum 
Dizteticum, or the Decoctum Corticis 
Peruviani, and endeavour to promote Per- 

jpiration at the ſame Time. 
It is uſual to give the Patient a Doſe or 
two of a purging Medicine, and the Decoc- 
| tum 
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tum Dieteticum, for ſome Time after the 
Salvation. His Diet, which has hitherto 
been of the liquid Kind, may now be chan- 
ged for more ſolid Foods, Bread Puddings, 
Chicken, Fiſh, and all white Meats, but the 
longer the Patient adheres to a ſpare Diet, 
the better.. | 

A Milk Diet, and the Country Air, are 
abſolutely neceſſary for ſuch, as are very 
weak, either from the Diſeaſe, or the Cure 
this Regimen, with the Decoctum Sarſæ, 
will often remove Symptoms that remain 
after the Salivation 1s finiſhed, 
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
